'Bismarck finally announced that he was desirous of retiring and 
made ready to go. But Pouyer-Quertier insisted upon another 
bottle of wine, and Bismarck finally yielded. Before the bottle 
was finished Belfort had been receded to France.

The destiny of a people affected by a bottle of wine!
